The Evening Sun gives a very interesting account of Daniel Catlin’s pictures of 
North American Indians. Of these there are two collections : one, the larger, belongs 
to the Government, and is in the National Museum at Washington ; the second and 
smaller is the property of Mr. Catlin’s daughters, Miss Elizabeth Catlin, Mrs. Ernest 
Kinney and Miss Clara Catlin, and is stored in the Smithsonian Institute. The story 
of these pictures is between a tragedy and a romance. When they were painted, many 
years ago, the American Indian was of no consequence except as a creature useful in 
fur trading and representing Government claims. 

Mr. Catlin, who to the artist’s temperament added the mind of a scientific man, 
believed that the problem of the Indian, his ethnological relation to the early settle¬ 
ment of the country and to other races of men, would yet be of profound interest, and 
determined to collect all the data in his power with brush and pen. For this purpose 
be spent years at a time among the wigwams of the various tribes and in the remotest 
camps of the Pacific and British Columbia. From these expeditions he brought back 
portraits of chiefs, pictures of villages, customs, religious rites, dances, and games. 
These were not painted from a picturesque point of view, but with reference to their 
truthful representation.

Although Eszler and Uebelin claim the honours of editorship, and 
call the book renatum by their efforts, the work was really done in 1507 by Waltze- 
miiller and Ringmann.

This treatise, consisting of 16 pp. small quarto, is No. 97 in the second edition of Mr. Blades’s 
“ Biography and Typography of William Caxton,” where it is fully described. It has no 
printer's name, date, or place, bat is in Caxton’s No. 6 type, with foor lines of heading at the 
beginning, and some head lines at the end, in the No. 1 type of Wynken de Worde, Caxton’s 
workman and successor, and is conjecturally assigned by Mr. Blades to the year 1491. 

It “appears to be a translation from the Latin, anti doubtless by Caxton himself,*' who was 
the author of others of the translations which he printed. But it does not agree with any of the 
three different printed Latin treatises bearing the title of Ars moriendi which are in tho Bodleian. 
The copy is perfect, and no other copy or fragment of one appears to be known. 

The treatise was reprinted by Mr. Blades in 1869, but only to the number of fifty-fan 
copies, and not in facsimile.

The Massacre of S. Bartholomew's Day took place before sunrise on Angnst 24th, 1572, 
and the Thanksgiving which this rare tract describes was held on September 8th. The fact that 
the account here contained was printed at Rome itself, by the “ Impressori Camerali,” and within 
at most a few months—perhaps within a few days—of the Thanksgiving, confers on it an excep¬ 
tional historical value. 

The pamphlet consists of 4 pp. small quarto. ’ The body of the account is in Italian, the 
lengthy inscription in Latin, and the prayers said in the church of San Lodovico in Latin also. 

Brunet describes it as •* Piece fort rare.” Both he and Graesse only mention the oopy sold 
(for £8) at the Butler sale, and this is the Bodleian copy. 

The pamphlet was reprinted, from the Bodleian copy, in 1877, by C. P. Stewart in his 
M Vatican influence under Pius V and Gregory XIII ”—but not in facsimile.

“ Mr. Quaritch wishes to say that a communication made to him by Mr. £. W. B. Nicholson 
respecting the next two Bodleian facsimile reprints was incorporated by mistake in an advertise¬ 
ment of the reprints in his last circular. It is, however, quite accurate that the facsimiles in 
question arc in active preparation.” 

“ Mr. K. W. B. Nicholson, Bodley’s Librarian, has always shown a most laudable anxiety to 
make the literary treasures of the Bodleian useful to the largest possible number of people. 
He has commenced the issue of photographic facsimiles of some of the rarities, and two numbers 
have been published at a cheap price by Mr. Bernard Quaritch. The first is the Ars Moriendi, 
that carious and unique English treatise on the ‘ Craft for to deye for the heltlie of mannes 
sowle f which was printed about 1491, and of which one copy only has survived. The other is 
the Ordine of the Papal procession at Rome in 1572 to celebrate the infamous Massacre of Saint 
Bartholomew, or, as the Italian writer of the tract puts it, for ( the happy news of the destruction 
of the Huguenot sect' Mr. Nicholson has pat a brief preface to each issue, but does not enter 
upon any elaborate examination, the intention of the scries being to put materials in the hands 
of students and to leave them to work out their own conclusion *.■—Manchester Guardian t 
December 22nd, 1891.

of Ham. In personal appearance the two 
races are quite distinct; the Malays, in 
appearance and civilisation, are much superior 
to the Papuans. The Malays are copper- 
coloured, with smooth black hair; they 
are tall and well formed in person. They 
are evidently a much later migration than the 
Papuans. These latter are of a dirty-looking 
black, or coffee-and-milk colour, with crisp 
frizxled hair, vanring in shade from black to 
yellowish and whitish. They are in general 
lower in stature and smaller in size than the 
Malays, though many of them are powerful, 
muscular, well-made men.

“Mr. Bernard Quaritch sends ns a collection of songR and madrigals of the fifteenth century 
which should be welcomed by musical students. The work begins with a critical analysis on the 
music by Dr. H. W. Pearce, containing much valuable and interesting information on the 
different forms of old English compositions which will prove helpful to the right understanding 
of them. There is further a learned description of the original MSS. by Mr. A. Hughes-Hughes. 
The songs and madrigals themselves are charmingly quaint, and strike upon the ear educated to 
modern music with a strange but refreshing simplicity. Perhaps the most noticeable example of 
the songs is 1 In May that lusty season,' by Thomas Farthing. The accompaniments are ably 
furnished by Dr. H. W. Pearce. The second part of the volume consists of six madrigals and 
an instrumental piece by Henry VIII. The original notation of the compositions is given, as 
well as a compressed score for the use of pianists. With one exception—‘ The farther! go,’ by 
William Newark—they are written in three-part counterpoint The progression of consecutive 
fifths and sevenths occurs many times in this music ; but, as the introduction wisely points out, 
these seeming errors serve but ‘ to illustrate the experimental nature of the early Polyphonic 
School.' We cannot resist giving here a quaint remark made by Thomas Morley on the 
madrigals of his day:—* As for the mnsick it is, next nnto that of the Motet, the most artificial, 
and to men of understanding the most delightfull.’ The book before us contains also facsimiles 
of the MSS. of the madrigals, with a very necessary explanation of the value of notes in the 
ligatuies.”—Saturday Review, Janaary 9th, 1893.

Diego Ribero was present as a cosroograpber at the conference of Badajoz ia 1524, when 
the rival claims of Spain and Portagal to the Molucca* were discussed by commissioners on 
both sides. Each party based his claim on the agreement ratified at Tordesillas in 1494 
by which Alexander Via line of demarcation between the pretensions of the two crowns was eo 
modified that the line from pole to pole cot the coast of Sonth America near Cape Orange, not 
far from Cayenne, at about 51 degrees west longitude. From that meridian, which in the map 
is flanked at its lower end by the standards of the two powers, Ribero has marked the equator to 
180 degrees on each side, showing that the Moluccas lay within the Western or Spanish 
hemisphere. There is also a representation of some smaller islands and a line of coast lying 
about 10 or 12 degrees to the east of Gilolo, the line of coast being obviously referable to New 
Guinea (the east side of Geelvink Bay). The discoveries of Labrador by the English of Bristol 
(en la quel no haUaron com de provecho') of Terra Nova by Corte Real, and the “ Ticrra de 
Estevan Gomez ” discovered by him in 1525, are all marked on the North American coast, as 
well as the Tierra de Ayllon and Tierra de Garay; and below them, Nueva Espafia, Guatemala, 
the Isthmus, and the west coast of South America as far as Chincuy cibdad in Pern, where the 
outline is broken, to be resumed only at the Straits of Magellan.—Thus it will be seen that this 
precious example of early cartography (unapproached by anything that had yet been designed, 
contains the first graphic representation of many new and important facts in the history of 
American Discovery.—Ribero had official facilities of acquiring knowledge, having been one 
of the royal cosmograpbers since 1523, and having been made Examiner of Pilots in 1527, in the 
absence of Sebastian Cabot. It is said that he died in 1533.—Some one of the Rovere family 
must have taken the patronage of this map, as there are three escutcheons at foot of it which 
point to that family. The central one is that of Pope Julios II (dead in 1513); that on the 
left is the Rovere bearing quartered with that of another house (and indicative of a marriage) ; 
that on the right is the plain escutcheon of the latter house.

these truest representations of the poet’s own mauuscript. Till now this has 
been practically impossible. Mr. Ashbee’s hand-traced facsimiles, issued by Mr. 
Halliwell at five guineas each, could be afforded by only some thirty subscribers. 
But what then cost five guineas , without any information as to the Quartos 
purchased, will now be buyable, in a new form, for seven shillings , with the 
addition of a critical Introduction to the text by a competent Shakspere scholar. 
It is hoped that all students and lovers of our great poet will at once come 
forward to support this new scheme, and render its success certain and speedy. 

The New Shakspere Society at first intended to reprint the best Shakspere 
Quartos, but has now given up its scheme in favour of its founder Mr. Fubnivall, 
who has undertaken to superintend the issue of a Beries of photo-lithographic 
Facsimiles of all the most important Shakspere Quartos, to be executed by Mr. 
W. Griggs, of Elm House, Hanover Street, Peckham, whose long experience 
as working photo-lithographer to the India Office, enables him to guarantee the 
entire faithfulness of his reproductions. The Duke of Devonshire, Mr. Alfred 
H. Huth, the Trustees of the British Museum, the Master and Senior Fellow* 
of Trinity College, Cambridge, and the Curators of the Bodleian Library, Oxford, 
have most kindly allowed their book-treasures to be photographed.
